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The Labor Market Report 

TennCare is the state Medicaid 
program in Tennessee. TennCare 
was established in 1994 under a 
federal waiver that authorized de-
viations from the standard Medi-
caid rules. It was the first state 
Medicaid program to enroll all 
Medicaid recipients in managed 
care. When first implemented, it 
also offered health insurance to 
other residents who did not have 
other insurance. Started under 
Governor Ned McWherter as a 
health care reform initiative, 
TennCare had the twin goals of 
controlling rising Medicaid costs 
and increasing public access to 
affordable health care. Plans 
called for eliminating the Medi-
caid fee-for-service payment 
method by instead enrolling the 
state's Medicaid recipients in 
managed care programs adminis-
tered by private-sector organiza-
tions. Additionally, other state 
residents who lacked healthcare 
coverage, particularly those who 
could not obtain medical insur-
ance because of pre-existing medi-
cal conditions, could pay sliding-
scale premiums to enroll in the 
same programs. 
 
The Boyd Center for Business and 
Economic Research at the Univer-
sity of Tennessee under contract 
with the state Department of Fi-
nance and Administration con-
ducted a survey to ascertain the 
insurance status, medical facilities 
used, and patient satisfaction with 
the TennCare program.  This sur-
vey, conducted between May and 
July 2018, randomly selected fam-
ilies by land line and cell phone 
numbers.  In the land line sample, 
there were 3,621 completed sur-

veys, 5,525 refusals, and 1,033 
who did not qualify.  In the cell 
phone sample, there were 881 
completed surveys, 1,377 refusals, 
and 299 who did not qualify.  Ex-
cluded from the survey were non-
Tennessee residents and families 
that did not have a head of house-
hold (i.e. both spouses lived in the 
home with or without children).  
This survey was a follow-up to 
previous surveys conducted since 
1993, the year that Tennessee re-
placed Medicaid with TennCare. 
Page two shows data from previ-
ous years. 
 
The estimated number of unin-
sured Tennesseans is 6.7 percent 
of the 6,715,984 residents.  There 
was an estimated increase of 
31,370 uninsured adults since last 
year.  There was also an estimated 
increase of 34,458 uninsured chil-
dren since last year.  These in-
creases mirror the national trends 
of greater numbers of uninsured 
Americans in 2018.  The primary 
reason to not have health insur-
ance remains the affordability of 
the coverage. 

The level of satisfaction of care 

has remained constant over the 

last decade.  Seventy-seven per-

cent of all heads of households 

and 71 percent of heads of house-

holds covered by TennCare rated 

the quality of their care as “good” 

or “excellent”.  There was virtually 

no difference between the levels of 

satisfaction reported by families 

with or without children covered 

by TennCare.

The data from all the nonfarm employment estimates tables 
include all full- and part-time nonfarm wage and salary employ-
ees who worked during or received pay for any part of the pay 
period that includes the 12th of the month.  This is a count of jobs 
by place of work.  Agricultural workers, proprietors, self-
employed persons, workers in private households, and unpaid 
family workers are excluded. These numbers may not add due to 
rounding.  Data are based on the 2017 benchmark. 

 Total nonfarm employment increased by 
60,600 jobs from November 2017 to 
November 2018.  There were large increases 
in accommodation/food services (up 14,900 
jobs), which includes increases of 11,600 jobs 
in food services/drinking places and 3,300 
jobs in accommodation; professional/ 
business services (up 11,900 jobs), which 
includes increases of 7,400 jobs in 
administrative/support/waste management 
and 2,900 jobs in professional/scientific/ 
technical services; and transportation/ 
warehousing (up 8,600 jobs), which includes 
an increase of 1,800 jobs in truck 
transportation. There were smaller increases 
in specialty trade contractors (up 4,000 
jobs); merchandise stores (up 3.400 jobs); 
durable goods wholesalers (up 3.000 jobs); 
transportation equipment manufacturing (up 
3,000 jobs); and arts/entertainment/ 
recreation (up 2,600 jobs). 
   
These increases were partially offset by 
declines of 2,000 jobs in clothing/clothing 
accessories stores; 1,500 jobs in food/ 
beverage stores; and 1,200 jobs in 
ambulatory health care services.  

 
During the past month, nonfarm employment 
increased by 18,900 jobs.  There were 
increases in retail trade (up 11,900 jobs), 
which includes increases of 5,100 jobs in 
general merchandise stores, 1,600 jobs in 
clothing/clothing accessories stores, and  
1,200 jobs in miscellaneous store retailers; 
transportation/warehousing (up 4,700 jobs); 
administrative/support/waste management 
(up 3,200 jobs); local government (up 1,200 
jobs); and food services/drinking places (up 
1,100 jobs). These increases were partially 
offset by drops of 3,800 jobs in education/ 
health care services, which includes declines 
of 2,300 jobs in health care services and 
1,500 jobs on educational services and 2,000 
jobs in arts/entertainment/recreation. 
 
Tennessee's seasonally adjusted estimated 
unemployment rate for November 2018 was 
3.6 percent, down 0.1 percentage point from 
the October rate. The United States 
unemployment rate for November 2018 was 
3.7 percent, unchanged from the previous 
month.  In November 2017, the U.S. 
seasonally adjusted rate was 4.1 percent while 
the state rate was 3.3 percent.  
 
The not seasonally adjusted unemployment 
rate decreased in all 95 counties. The largest 
decline was Warren County (down 1.1 
percent). Williamson County had the lowest 
rate at 2.5 percent, down 0.2 percent from 
October. The highest rate was Lauderdale 
County at 5.8 percent, down from 6.8 
percent.
